Directors Close Bank to Prevent a Run, 
but It May Be Reopened—Suicide’s 
Body Found by His Son.

MANASQUAN, N. J., May 1.—Morgan 
Delancey Magee, President of the First 
National Bank of this place, committed 
suicide this morning by shooting himself, 
Within a few minutes after the news of 
his death reached the bank that institu- 
tion closed its doors. 
Davidson said to-night to a Timzs reporter 
that Mr. Magee’s mind had given way 
under the strain of financial worries, some 
of which were connected with the bank’s 
affairs. 

The institution will be taken in charge 
to-morrow morning by State Bank Exam- 
iner Scofield. Mr, Davidson could not say 
jJast night how deeply the bank might be 
concerned in Mr. Magee’s personal finan- 
clal affairs. He asserted his belief, how- 
ever, that it would open after Mr. Sco- 
field’s investigation.

When the elevator reached the fifth | 
floor, the grocery department, the only 
persons in it besides the professor were a 
|} woman and Dr. A. W. Allison of 505 West 
i34th Street. Dr. Allison got out at that 
floor, but had gone only a few steps when 
he heard a man shout. Looking back, he 
saw that the elevator gate was open, and 
| ran to it. Above was the floor of the 
ascending elevator; below, on the asphalt 
|floor of the sub-basement, was Prof. Mc- 
Nulty’s body. 

Dr, Allison hastened down as fast as 
| possible by another elevator, pushed his 
way through the group of store employes 
and officials gathered there, and examin- | 
ing the body, found that life was extinct. 

One of the officials said to him: “ The 
elevator man tells me that he tried to 
jump from the elevator on the way up.” 

“Well, I think I was the only man 
| there; I saw nothing of the kind,’ the

CHRISTIANIA, May 1.-—-The Cabinet 
to-day accepted the resignation of Fridt- 
| jof Nansen, the Norwegian Minister to 
Great Britain. 

Dr. Nansen, who has desired to retire 
for some time, has consented to remain 
in office until after King Edward, who 
is now at Copenhagen, visits Christiania. 
He will be succeeded by J. Irgens, at 
present Secretary of the Legation in Lon- 
don. 

The choice of M. Irgons is reported to

INCOME FROM CONEY FARES. 


Statistician Says Net Return for Nickel 
Rate Would Be $793,530. 


The senior statistician of the Public 
Service Commission, testifying yesterday 
at the hearing of the complaint against 
the Coney Island and Brooklyn Railroad 
Company for charging a 10-cent fare to 
Coney Island, showed that for nine years 
the average dividends paid have been 


11.94 per cent. For the last six years the 
net income has been $1,371,494, and the 
amount collected in second fares $577,964.

Flushing Business Men Say That 
the City Did Not Pay Too 
Much for the Park. 


A LAKE ONE OF ATTRACTIONS 


Thirty-six Acres of Land Which Would 
Pay a Profit to the City If Sold 
for Bullding Lots. 


To prove that the much-discussed Kis- 
sena Park is not a tract of swamp land, 
but, instead, a real park, and of value 
for the purposes for which it was bought 
by the city, a committee of prominent 
residents of Flushing, representing the 
Flushing Business Men’s Association, the 
Long Island 
Flushing Association, and other civic 
bodies, invited representatives of the New 
York and to Flushing 
yesterday see for themselves what 
kind of Kissena 
Park is, 

Kissena Park; since its purchase by the 
city, has been the subject of two Grand 
Jury investigations, and is now passing 
through its third. Every city official 
who had anything to do with its purchase 
has been the subject of criticism, while 
matters involving its purchase are sup- 
posed reasons for the hurried departure 
for Burope of ex-President 
Queens on Thursday. 

A Timms reporter was driven from one 
end of the park to the other yesterday, 
and then around all the boundaries of the 
proposed park. The only swamp land 
discovered was at the most two or three 
acres that can be easily drained off into 
the lake that forms the centre and most 
important feature of the park. Accord- 
ing to the men who pointed out the in- 
teresting features of Kissena Park, there 
is not &@ man, woman, or child in all the 
Flushing territory who is not in favor 
of the park, and it is declared that the 
price the city paid per acre was less than 
the land would bring to-day if it was 
cut up into lots and sold. 

The men who showed the reporters over 
the park yesterday were Maynard H 
Speer, A. H. Mangold, A. C. Slutter, D. 
8. Sanborn, A. E. Scholes, H. 8. Me- 
Knight, and J. H. Quinlan, each a prop- 
erty owner and a taxpayer in Flushing. 
None of them is, or has been, interested 
in the park property. 

These men pointed out that the various 
civic organizations of Flushing had for 
years advocated the purchase of Kissena 


Park for park purposes. As for the park 
property, that part now owned by the 
city comprises forty-eight and a fraction 
acres, of which ten and one-half acres 
form Kissena Lake, for years the source 
of much of Flushing’s supply of ice. This 
lake is in the midst of hills overlooking 
the lake. On these bluffs and other hills 
overlooking the lake are scores of splen- 
did trees. 

Of the other thirty-eight acres in the 
tract, owned by the city, thirty-six and 
one-third acres are upland, which, the 
committee said, if divided up into lots 
and sold at the market price, would prob- 
ably net the city more money than it 
paid for the whole plot. The rest of the 
park tract, comprising about two acres, 
may be described as swamp land, and this 
part of the property can be converted Into 
another lake or else easily drained off 
and the land elevated. 

For over fifty years Kissena Lake has 
been the scene of daily picnics tn the 
Summer time, while in the Winter, after 
the ice houses were filled, the lake was 
given over to the skaters.

S. T. BAILEY KILLED IN AUTO. 


Electric Traln Hits Machine In Which 
He Was Riding at May’s Landing.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 1.—Samuel 
T. Batley, junior member of the firm of 
Farr & Bailey, Hnoleum manufacturers 
of Camden, died {n the City Hospital this 
afternoon of injuries suffered soon after 
noon when a West Jersey and Seashore 
Electric express train crashed into his 
automobile at May’s Landing. 

Mrs. Bailey, who was riding beside her 
husband, is in the hospital with a 
mangled left arm, many bruises on the 
body, and symptoms of interna] imjuries. 
She does not know of her husband’s death. | 
J. B. Tripp, their chauffeur, suffered a} 
broken collar bone and leg. 

The crash of the collision between the 
trolley train and the automobfle brought 
a large crowd to the crossing where the 
accident happened. Mr. and Mrs. Bailey 
had been visiting friends et Cape May, 
and were returning to Camden. Wit- 
nesses say that signal bells were ringing 
as the automobile approached the upper 
crossing in May’s Lahding, but Tripp did 
not hear them, he says. 

A coal pocket prevented a clear view of 
the track at the crossing, and a freight 
train was standing upon a siding just 
above the station. Thinking all was olear, 
Tripp ran for the crossing. Then came 
the collision . The train, which had left 
Camden at 11 o'clock, struck the auto- 
mobile at right angles, and the auto was 
thrown in the air. 

When the trainmen reached the wrecked

There was a panic aboard the train fol- 
lowing the crash. A loose bolt tore 
through a window like a missile from a 
machine gun and passed within an inch 
of a passenger in a rear seat, of the for- 
ward car. Another man’s fac® was so se- 
verely cut by broken glass that he was 
obliged to go to the hospital for treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Saulsbury of May's Landing and 
two other doctors aboard the train alded 
the injured. The first report was that 
the electric train had been derailed, and 
many passengers killed. 

As soon as possible the injured were 
put in a caboose, and hurried here by a 
freight engine. Dr. Saulsbury on the jour- 
ney was compelled to use strychnine to 
keep Mr. Bailey alive. His skull was 
fractured, and he was injured internally.

BLACKMAIL TRIED, 
JEROME DECLARES 


Offers to Prove That Counsel In 
the Weil Suit Tried to Sell 
the Stook Involved. 


COUNSEL MAKES _ DENIAL 


The Whole Well Case Alleged to be a 
“Fishing Excursion”—Jerome Re- 
peats Criticism of the Judiciary. 


District Attorney Jerome at yesterday's 
session of the inquiry into the charges | 
brought against him by the King Com-| 
mittee of Metropolitan Street Railway 
stockholders came out with charges ex- 
actly duplicating those made by counsel 
for the New York City Railway in com- 
menting in the Eleventh District Mu- 
nioipal Court on the case of Weil against 
the Directors of that corporation, which 
the King Committee is pushing. 

When Thomas F’. Ryan was a witness 
there his personal attorney, De Lancey 


Niooll, and the attorney for the City Rail- 
way, John B. Stanchfield, repeatedly 
characterized the proceedings as a “ fish- 


ing expediition’’ for the purpose of get- 
ting evidence on which other suits might 
be brought. Mr. Jerome yesterday 
coupled the investigation into the charges 
against him with the Weil sult through 
the oonnection of the King Committee 
with each, and called the undertaking a 
“fishing excursion,” adding: 

“And I think I can prove, if your Hon- 
or deems it necessary, that it is more 
than a fishing excursion—that it is a 
blackmailing excursion.” 

Mr. Jerome said that he would prove, 
{f called upon, that the counsel in the 
Weill suit went to the Metropolitan Street 
Railway interests and tried to sell the 
stock represented by the King Commit- 
tee as a condition of calling off the action, 
Eugene Kremer of 29 Wall Street is coun- 
gel in the Weil suit. He could not be 
reached yesterday after Mr. Jerome made 
his statement, but other counsel for the 
King Committee declared the charge ab- 
polutely false. Mr. Jerome pursued the 
pubject further by adding a criticism of 
Municipal Justice William Young, who is 
hearing the evidence in the Weil suit. 

**He has concelved the idea,” said Mr. 
Jerome, “that he is sitting in a court 
of equity and everybody in the City of 
New York, great and small, in any way 
wonnected with the financial world should 
attend before Mr. Pierce’s confrere up 
there and before the Judge before whom 
Mr. Pierce’s oonfrere is conducting this 
fishing expedition.” 

Municipal Justice Young has called be- 
fore him Thomas F.. Ryan, Anthony N. 
Brady, and others of the traction finan- 
olers, and the attorneys for the defense 
have frequently expressed the complaint 
repeated by Mr. Jerome yesterday that he 
was exceeding his jurisdiction. 


Criticising the Judiciary. 


Prior to questioning the good faith of 
the interests back of the Well litigation, 
My. Jerome repeated the substance of 
prior criticisms upon the judiciary of New 
York County, while contending that his 
words on many former occasions, where 
he spoke in an unofficial capacity, must 
not be counted against him. Commis- 
sioner Richard L. Hand, who is hearing 
the evidence, sustained the District Attor- 
ney, so far as his criticisms were ex- 
pressed at public dinners and the like. 

This is the latest expression of Mr. Je- 


rome’s opinion on the judiciary: “I do 
not wish to get any deeper into the judi- 
celal mix-up in this county than is neces- 
sary, because it isn’t creditable to the 
judiciary by any means, and I speak with 
a full sense of the responsibility of my 
position.”’ 

One of the former utterances on the 
subject, which the Pierce Committee cited 
in its charges, was Mr. Jerome’s state- 
ment at a dinner of the City Club, in No- 
vember of 1905, to this effect: 

“I have no reverence, not even every- 
day, common respect, for the Justices of 
the Supreme Court of the First Depart- 
ment.” 

Mr. Pierce put the Distrtict Attorney 
on the witness stand yesterday to ques- 
tion him about that statement. Mr. Je 
rome smiled broadly and answered: ‘‘ The 
respondent requests that he be allowed to 
answer the question, but as counsel for 
the respondent I am obliged to advise 
him that he should not answer, and enter 
an objectiton on the ground that the 
function in question was purely of a so- 
cial order, and that even if such affairs 
could be construed as reviewable ordl- 
narily, under such proceedings, this al- 
leged utterance dates back to the time of 
my first term of office, and is therefore 
excluded by the Governor's ruling.” 

The objection made by Mr, Jerome, as 
counsel for Mr. Jerome, the respondent, 
was sustained by Mr. Hand, and Mr. 
Pierce asked the :witness: 

“Did you say, ‘No opinion of Judge 
Rosalsky would be sufficient to make 
me do anything ’?” 

“‘Y said,” sald Mr, Jerome, “that the 
opinion of Judges did not necessitate any 
action; that it was the orders of Judges 
which should be considered, and that if 
Judge Rosalsky entered any order I would 
take it into consideration and report 
upon it.” 

Next Mr. Pierce asked the District At- 
torney if he had said of the Seabury hear- 
ing into the jury-fixing charges: ‘‘ This is 
the most indecent exhibition I have seen 
in a law court in my life, and I have 
seen some pretty tough ones,” 

“In regard to his conduct of the whole 
matter, I did say it,” declared Mr. Je- 
rome, “and I now repeat it as an ex- 
pression of my mature quégment. - 

The charge covering the Wall and'Cort- 
Iandt Street Ferries Railway deal went in 
yesterday on the evidence taken by the 
special Grand Jury, which investigated 
traction matters. Mr. Pierce offered all 
the evidence taken before that Grand Jury 
and wanted to get in also the November 
Grand Jury minutes, which, he said, 
showed discrepancies between the ac- 
counts of matters given by Mr. Vreeland 
and Mr. Ryan before the two bodies. 
Commissioner Hand agreed to examine 
the November Grand Jury minutes if 
they are released by the court, but they 
will not be made public. 

On the charge alleging false reports of 
the New York City Railway, having to do 
particularly with reporting $4,500,000 dis- 
count on notes as an asset, Mr. Pierce 
succeeded, through the testimony of 
Treasurer Charles BH. Warren of the City 
Railway, in pointing out that the discount 
of $4,500,000 on $15,000,000 of ten-year 3 
per cent. notes was charged into the re- 
port made at the end of the first fiscal 
year as an asset when, as a matter of 
fact, only about half of the notes had 
been issued. 

Mr. Pierce asked Mr. Warren why this 
was done. 

“T can’t answer that question,” replied 
Mr. Warren. ‘ The auditor can.” 

‘“* Didn't it have the effect of misleading 
investors?’’ asked Mr. Pierce. 

“TI wouldn't say that,’’ was the reply. 

“If it hadn’t been there, wouldn’t the 
assets have been shown to be less than 
the Habilities at the time of this re- 
port?’’ (1903.) 

“It is only just now that I have dis- 
covered that there was any such condl- 
tion. You will have to call the auditor to 
explain,’’ Mr. Warren said. 


The Ice Trust Charges Coming. 

There remain now for the submission 
of evidence only the charge of the King 
Committce having to do with ice matters 
and the failure to attack the Interbor- 
ough-Metropolitan Company as a crimi- 
nal monopoly, and the charge relating to 
campaign contributions and the influence 
that Howard Gans, tho ere band of Mr. 
Jerome’s campaign for re-election, wields 
in the District Attorney’s office at the 
present time. 

There was a good deal of discussion 
about the presentation of these charges. 
In connection with the ice investigation 
Mr. Pierce declared: ‘‘I propose to show 
that in 1906 Mr. Jerome took up the in- 
vestigation of the American Ice Company 
and carried it along for half a day. Then 
he took up three or four independent

QUIGG AND ROOT TESTIFY. 


Little Progress Made in the Weil 
Suit in Municipal Court. 


Lemuel Ely Quigg was on the stand 
yesterday in the case of Hmanuel Weil 
and Minnie Weller against certain Direct- 
ors of the New York City Railway Com- 
pany in the Ninth District Municipal 
Court before Municipal Justice Young. 

In answer to questions Mr. Quigg said 
he was in the employ of the Metropolitan 
Securities Company in 1905 and 1906, and 
previous to that in the employ of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company, 

“What disposition, did you make of 
$159,000 which was charged to Subway 
special account?"’ asked Mr. Kremer, 

John B. Stanchfield for the defense 
made strenuous objections, and the ques- 
tion was excluded. 

Mr. Kremer contended that the money | 
had gone to the personal benefit of the 
defendants, and also to prevent adverse | 
legislation and to force the merger of 
the Metropolitan and the Interborough 
Companies.

The laying of the corner stone of the 
new $1,000,000 Masonic Temple at Twenty- 
fourth Street and Sixth Avenue will be 
one of the most important events of the 
annual meeting of the Grand Lodge, F. 
and A. M., of the State of New York, which 
will be held in this city next Tuesday. 
The exercises will take place on Wednes- 
day afternoon, and will be attended by 
the 1,000 members of the Grand Lodge, 
their relatives and friends, and hundreds 
of local Masons. The new building will 
join the present temple, which faces in 
Twenty-third Street. It will be eighteen 
stories high and have a street frontage of 
10 feet.

It can then proceed slowly, with caution, until it reaches another Signal 
upon which both arnls have dropped. The second arm will not drop until Phoebe’s train is 
at least two blocks ahead of the train behind it, thus maintaining the utmost degree of pre- 


caution against accidents. When a train enters a Lackawanna block it is locked in and 
every other train is locked out.

Industrial trusts may stop production 
when there is no market, but they do 
not tle up bank resources in holding 
their manufactures, unless they are un- 
fortunate in having overproduced. In 
1908, for example, they did not restrict 
their production or sales, because they 
were holding the product of 1907 or 
1906 off the market. Yet in the same 
week as the President’s message in 
favor of good farmers’ trusts, the Ex- 
ecutive Committees of the Southern Cot- 
ton Growers’ Association urged a re- 
duction of acreage by 25 per cent. 

If this policy differs at all from the 
policy of the Diamond Trust, or any 
other capitalist combination, it is only 
by being more obnoxious, Diamonds, 
or even steel, are not such absolute 
necessaries as food and clothing. Yet 
the farmers propose to limit the supply 
of the basio necessities of Ife by the 
same sort of combination which they 
forbid to capitalists. If combination is 
to be forbidden it ‘should be forbidden 
at least as stringently to “ farmers’ 
organizations”’ ag to any other. The 
better way is the common law way— 
to permit all combinations not ob- 
noxious to publile policy, and to allow 
their quality to be settled by Judge and 
jury. Departure from this principle is 
revolution, cloaked by whatever words 
or justified by whatever motives.

MEDICAL EXPERTS. 


A practical movement for the rem- 
edying of the acknowledged defects and 
evils in the use of medical expert tes- 
timony has been set on foot by the 
State Medical Association and the

One of the chief merits of this bill {s 
the provision that apart from the class 
of experts officially created the parties 
to a suit may call other experts at 
thelr own expense. The radical diffi- 
culty of all propositions for official ex- 
perts in the past, as we have had fre- 
quent occasion to point out, is that 


| they have included the compulsory use 


of such experts and have ignored and 
violated the constitutional rights of 
parties to bring before the jury such 
witnesses as they may deem necessary 
to present their case. It is indeed quite 
open to argument that in actual prac- 
tice experts called by the parties have 
been allowed by the courts to give their 
testimony in a way that has obscured 
rather than clarified the cases in Which 
they have been engaged. But the con- 


| stitutional right referred to exists, and 


cannot possibly be denied directly or tn- 
directly. This is especially true of 
cases in which a 
capital or of serious crime and his lib- 
erty or life is put in jeopardy. Thelaw 
now suggested avoids this essential 
error, presumably in a manner that will 
stand the examination of the courts, 
The principle of the bill is the crea- 
tion of a class of officially recognized

number of witnesses can be selected by 
the courts or agreed on by the parties 
The duty of these shall be to 
“investigate the facts of the case, and 
give their opinion” upon any “ medical 
or surgical question likely to be mate- 
rial,” and “make written report there- 
on to the court.” This report is to be 
subject to the examination of either 
party, may be read in evidence, and its 
author may be called as witness by 
either party to the suit. These experts 
are to be chosen from a list made up by 
committees of the New York Academy 
of Medicine for this city, and the Medil- 


cal Society of the State of New York 
outside the city. They must be mem- 
bers of the medical profession of good 
standing and of not less than seven 


years’ actual practice and recommended 


; ; mi f 
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as “competent and expert in medicine 
and surgery.” The merits and advan- 
tages of a plan of tiils sort will gener- 
ally be recognized. As adequate provis- 
ion is made for compensation, the offi- 
clal experts should be entirely indepen- 
dent, and the court, the jury, and the 
parties to the suit should have the ben- 
efit of impartial examination of the 
medical or surgical facts. 

In a very interesting article on this 


subject in a recent number of The New | 


York Medical Journal by Dr. Groraep 
W. Jacosy and referring particularly to 
experts in mental disorders, he pro- 
| posed that the offfcial experts should 
be required to have certain special 
qualifications, including courses at col- 
lege on legal medicine and psychopa- 
thology, followed by clinical work in a 
State hospital and a special examina- 
tion by the State Board of Medical Ex- 
;aminers, For this particular branch of 
expert work in connection with the 


courts, there should undoubtedly be pro- } 
} 
vision for the most complete prepara- | 


tion practicable, but it is probable that 
the courts, under the bill we have re- 
ferred to, would gradually, by their se- 
lection of experts from the class recom- 
mended by the profession, determine a 
standard which would of itself almost 
compel the proper means of study, The 
position of expert under this law would 
be even more honorable than profitable, 
while being fairly paid, and the choice 
of the best by the courts would stimu- 
late effective competition.

And in the fight he has made for 
humanity and for honesty and the square deal 
for all—for rich and poor alike—he has ad- 
vanced this country in whatever makes for 
better Government and better ideals and great- 
er safety to capital and to investors—has ad- 
vanced it half a century. 

That he has not punished criminals is be- 
cause the scope of the law falls short of reach- 
ing them. In high finance every move on the 
chessboard has been made under the guidance 
| of men most skilled in the law. And since all 
punishment must come through the law—this 
same law of which the manipulators have 
made use to protect themselves—what chance is 
there of apprehending and convicting them? 

But, after all, a dozen convictions, more or 
less, are of little importance as compared with 
the far-reaching effect of focusing public at- 
tention at white heat on honest methods, right 
methods. In this Mr. Roosevelt has done his 
greatest work—has done a work that no one of 
less courage, less impetuosity, and less fighting 
qualities could have done, 

A mild-mannered gentleman would have 
suited the grand dukes of finance and of poli- 
tics, but he would not have fitted the times. 


Mr. Roosevelt has fitted the times. He is the 
best living example of the new idea in politics 
—a President of the people and for the people— 
a man of fiber and grit and gristle and nerve 
—and, withal, a man of intellect and breadth of 
vision and rock-ribbed honesty to match well 
the fight there is in him, 

If Mr. Roosevelt is all this and has done all 
these things, and if my analysis of the finan- 
cial crash is sound, wouldn’t we do well to 
hold fast to him until he has finished the job 
he has undertaken—until he has concreted into 
the laws of the land the principles for which 
fhe stands so strenuously? Complete these re- 
forms, and our railroads and other corpora- 
tions will be in a stronger and safer position 
than ever before. Their stocks and bonds will 
be the soundest and best in the world. 

Has any other man the courage and 
firmness and the ability to carry out this 
work? Possibly, but why take chances, why 
experiment, when we have a leader who leads,

HE second volume Anatole 
France's “Vie de d’Arc” is 
sald to be somewhat disappointing. It 
would indeed have been impossible to 
carry to the end, through the anti- 
climax of the discussion of the “ procés 
de rehabilitation,” the vivid and picturesque style 
which made the first volume so brilliant. One point 
of the highest importance is discussed in the new 
volume. It contains that diagnosis of Jeanne’s men- 
tal condition by Dr. Georges Dumas which M. France 
promised us as representing the conclusions of mod- 
ern medicine. How M. France reconciles this docu- 
ment with his view of the Maid is a little difficult to 
understand. He, it will be remembered, considers 
that “illusion enveloped her senses,” and talks of 
her “folie,” of perpetual hallucination, and “ autom- 
atisme.” In fine, the reader was left to suppose that 
he laid stress upon her pathological condition. But 
Dr. Dumas writes: “If hysteria was a factor in her 
case, it was only to allow the most secret feelings of 
her heart to become objective in the shape of visions 
and heavenly voices. © ® * Her intellect and her 
will preserved her sane and honest, and nervous 
pathology hardly throws a feeble light on a part of 
her souL” In those words Dumas gives a descrip- 
tion of a condition surely very near allied to genius, 
if it be not genius itself—a quality which M, France 
has denied the maid of Orleans. The chapters of the 
volume dealing with the tragedy that culminated In 
the flames of Rouen are said to be written hardly 
with the warmth or elevation which a subject so im- 
pressive might be expected to arouse in the author. 
But M. France has undertaken in this work to be @ 
critical historian rather than a rhetorician, and fn 
this capacity the splendid promise of the first vol- 
ume is undoubtedly fulfilled in the complete work. 
Naturally it hag provoked criticism and given rise 
to controversy. Gaston Deschamps esteems the 
account of the martyrdom somewhat overobjective 
and cold-blooded; and Emile Faguet calls attention 
to the fact that a certain contradiction is involved 
fn denying to Jeanne d’Are military art and in af- 
firming that in the time of Jeanne d’Aro there was 
po military art worth mentioning.

A writer in Dépéche d’Orient recalls the story of 
one of the most entertaining, and for a while suc- 
cessful literary fakes ever undertaken.

The present review of the third and concluding part 
of “The Dynasts” (Macmillan) has been purposely 
delayed several weeks in order that any undue en- 
thusiasm might have time to abate.

That opinion is 
that “The Dynasts,” now complete, must take its 
place as one of the noblest creations in literature. It 
is @ work of colossal significance and staggering 
power. So far from being difficult or obscure, once 
the slight effort necessary to understand its form 
has been made, it is a piece of writing as clear, as 
easily followed, and as absorbing in its limpid course 
as any well-written novel. The magnitude and seri- 
ousness of its purpose (which is that of displaying 
the whole life of Europe, the life of ruler and peasant, 
from the year 1805 to 1815, and to display that 
multiform and variegated life in its complicated 
unity, as a manifestation of the unconscious rest- 
lessness of an Immanent World-Will) might be ex- 
pected to overwhelm the imagination alike of author 
and reader, and to divest the earthly scenes recorded 
of their vitality, humor, pathos, and interest, This, 
however, is not the case. Mr. Hardy has nowhere, 
in his most realistic novels, pictured forth the actu- 
alities, even the small and mean or the humorous 
details of life, with greater vivacity.

Bat the wonder of the work is not 
that. The wonder is in its sense of 
the unity of the human drama. This 
unity, in Mr. Hardy’s conception, at 
least as set forth in this remarkable 
work, consists in the assumed fact that 
everything, all existence and al) life, is 
@ mode of an Immanent Will—a thing 
itself unconscious, insentient; an In- 
advertent Mind; a Great Foresightless; 
@ vast fermenting vat; “an automatic 
Sense, unweeting where or whence”; 
“a Knitter drowsed, whose fingers play 
in skilled unconsciousness.” Of this un- 
conscious Immanent Will, the human 
figures of the drama are the puppets, 
endowed with a false sense of their 
own importance and independence. 
Mr. Hardy in this work tells the story 
of the Napoleonic episode as it has 
never been told, either in history or 
fiction, before. But he tells it only as 
an illustration of the fatuity of man’s 
belief that he is free. “ The Dynasts” 
is a drama the most terrible ever writ- 
ten of life’s irony. Now it is the brute 
imbecility, now the bitter humor, of 
events. You watch the ambition of a 
man engulf a dozen nations and mil- 








lions of individuals in catastrophe, and 
end in its own defeat. That makes a 
sentence. Fancy it expanded into 
three volumes of realism such as no- 
body but Thomas Hardy could write, 
and you get an idea of the vividness 
of the story. But you are never allowed 
to lose yourself in realization of the 
life of peasants or of rulers, of soldiers 
and seamen, in time of war, nor in the 
ordinary historic appreciation of the 
particular events of the Napoleonic 
struggle. On every other page you are 
summoned to a point of vision “far in 
the Unapparent,” whence you behold 
armies crawling like caterpillars on the 
surface of an unperturbed and ancient 
globe.

Such a thing was never before con- 
ceived by a writer of an imaginative 
story, nor put in such ghastly vividness 
by a pantheistic philosopher. The idea

BBE KLEIN has the odd 
idea that an author can 
find a better place to hide 
@ secret than old King 
Midas’s barber could. 
“Hide it in the preface 

of your book,” says the Abbé, who 
reckons, however, without considering 
the reviewers. Now, the reviewers al- 
ways read the prefaces, unless they 
happen to be as long as Sir Walter 
Scott’s or Mr. George Bernard Shaw’s. 
Even @ long preface may be worth 
reading, if it is printed in nice large 
type, f a good preface is often half 
the beabe. Some reviewers read only 
the preface, if some initiated authors, 
who have been reviewers themselves, 
are to be believed. The present re- 
viewer, however, always reads a book 
all through before he sets the machin- 
ery of his judgment working. 

The secret that Abbé Klein vainly 
tries to bury in his preface, however, 
would not escape an inattentive reader 
of the book. In fact, the very title page 
reveals it. There is no American stu- 
dent, born and bred in Chicago, Mlinois. 
Abbé Klein invented him. Having re- 
corded a French scholar’s impression of 













































lation, with twenty-five illustrations. Chi- 
cago: A. C. McClurg & Co.

Baedeker. He travels through Nor- 
mandy, and his fund of knowledge is 
quickened by imspiration, Gradually 
he becomes greatly interested in the 
burning French question of the separa- 
tion of Church and State He arrives 
at the belief that “ many of the vexa- 
tious clauses in the Separation bill, 
which render its application so diffi- 
eult, proceed as much from an obsolete 
and tyrannica] conception of authority 
as from any real hostility to religion.” 

As may be inferred, the rupture of 
the Roman Church and the French 
State ts one of the foremost topics of 
Abbé Klein’s new book. The American 
student knows the history of the Con- 
cordat and he feels that he thoroughly 
understands the complaints of the 
Church, “Such a blow to justice and 
Uberty is scarcely conceivable to an 
American mind.” 

To Souillac, In Quercy, the student 
traveled third class, to the amazement 
of his friends and his own satisfaction. 
He liked his traveling companions. A 
Frenchman of the lower class, he de- 
clares, ts always “ bon enfant,” though 
he may be rowdyish. Of the chateaux, 
the bridges, the chapels, and moon- 
light of the Dordogne he waxes elo- 
quent again.

His essays, however, are distinguished 
by clearness of vision, sanity, aptness

always do distinguish essays that reach 
the. reviewers. The one that gives the 
book its name is as old ag the well- 
remembered portrait exhibition in the 
American Art Galleries, say four or 
fiye years ago. The contrast of types in 
the old and new portraits struck Mr. 
Sedgwick. The British type, he re- 
flected, prevailed in America 100 years 
ago, and is discovered in the portraits 
by Stuart and Trumbull. The Sir 
Joshuas, Gainsboroughs, Romneys pict- 
ured the same general type, right- 
minded, healthy, narrow, folks who 
cherished a few principles dearly. The 
lesson of the contrast with the Sar- 
gents and Zorns, Abbot Thayers, Alex- 
anders, and Chases is that we are 
evolving a new type. Of course we 
are. Sargent’s American men have 
divested themselves of calm and poise. 
The essay amounts to a pleasant dis- 
cussion of portrait painting in which 
there is not a thing to find fault 
with, except the impression it conveys 
that the Princesse Lamballe was guil- 
lotined. She might better have been, 
poor lady! 

If one were inclined to find fault with 
the temper of the essay called “The 
Mob Spirit in Literature” he might be 
justified. It appeals to a small body 
of readers with very narrow minds, 
The development of common school 
education and the printing press an- 
noys them. If these folks really want 
to spread culture they must stop sneer- 
ing and proceed amiably, The kind of 
missionary work that will make the 
masses appreciate the precious in liter- 
ature and art is not best initiated by 
jesting savagely about the popular 
books of the author of “ Richard Car- 
vel.” “ There are no American critics,” 
cries Mr. Sedgwick, “ except Mr. Henry 
James.” There is one other at least~ 
Mr. Sedgwick. He defeats his own 
purpose by helping to make the readers 
of popular books believe that the 
authors of unpopular books are jealous 
and vindictive. Of course they are not. 

But this is taking Mr. Sedgwick’s 
cheerful essay too seriously. It is prob- 
ably only the expression of a whimsi- 
cal mood. The appraisal of Edith 
Wharton's literary gift, which has the 
next place in the book, is a fine, if 
somewhat dry and formal, example of 
sound literary criticism. He dwells long 
on Mrs, Wharton's “ cleverness" : 


Cleverness not only limits its own do- 
main, but stamps a special character 
upon it. In the novel proper there is 
one fundamental rule: that the charac- 
ters, once introduced, must act with the 
large liberty of life and work out their 
own fortunes. For novelists believe 
that, though other arts are all arti- 
ficial and do not hold up, the mirror 
to nature, yet their art is life indeed, 
their business is to leave the reader 
uncertain whether he is really in or out 
of the book. Let that be so. Novels 
proper are not everything. There are 
other fields of fiction in which the 
“author is an absolute tyrant, and need 
make no pretense of giving his char- 
acters any free will whateyer. To these 
regions the short story, as a rule, be- 
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longs. There is no room for liberty. 

®* * Mrs. Wharton makes a most 
excellent tyrant, and gives her subjects 
vastly more vivacity than they would 
have if left to themselves. The dia- 
logues are far too good for life, the 
episodes too well modeled, the motives 
too well calculated, the actions too com- 
plete, to admit of any doubt concerning 
the immediate presence of the auto- 
crat. Everywhere the emphasis is the 
emphasis of art, not of life, 

This refers to the short stories, chief- 
ly. Mr. Sedgwick further on comes to 
the conclusion that Mrs, Wharton is 
not only mentally feminine, but belongs 
plainly enough to “the notable and 
justly celebrated species—American wo- 
man,” a type the salient traits of which 
have been portrayed so effectively by 
Mr. John Sargent. After some pleasing 
reflections on “ The Valley of Decision” 
and the other Jtalian books, Mr. Sedg- 
wick settles down to “The House of 
Mirth” and “The Fruit of the Tree.” 
In the first of these he observes still a 
“failure to observe the primary tenets 
of realism" ; of the latter he says that 
it is her first effort in a new manner: 


It is much less charming than “ The 
Valley of Decision,” much less brilliant 
than “The House of Mirth,” less suc- 
cessful altogether, one would suppose, 
in its impression upon her public; but 
this book discloses a far more serious 
purpose of confronting and grappling 
life as it is. And yet, such is the per- 
versity of readers, one feels a weak de- 
siro that she should go back to the 
dashing, glittering short stories, “all 
clinquant, all in gold,” to the flash of 
epigram and the flare of satiric wit. 


It is agreeable to have Mr. Sedg- 
wick’s opinion that “there never was 
a time when so much fiction was writ- 
ten at so high a level as is written 
to-day.” “ Certain Aspects of America,” 
a serious consideration of some of our 
National defects and possibilities; 
“ American Colleges,” and a delightful 
appreciation of the recent novels of 
Anne Douglas Sedgwick, are among the 
other essays, not to mention a paper 
on Mark Twain, which, however, is well 
worth mentioning. 


KINDERGARTEN WORK..- 


THE KINDERGARTEN IN AMERICAN 
EDUCATION. By Nina C. Vandewalker, 
B, L., M. Pd., Director of the Kindergar- 
ten Training Department, Milwaukee State 
Normal School New York: The Macmil- 
lan Company. §1.25. 

The author states the purpose of her 
work clearly and succinctly in her in- 
troduction, when she says, “ This book is 
the outgrowth of a recognized need for a 
suryey of kindergarten progress in the 
United States.” However, though one of 
the most important objects of the work 
may be that of presenting the subject as 
a whole and in such manner as to af- 
ford @ certain perspective, the history is 
in itself also a criticism of what has been 
accomplished and an indication of what 
still remains to be done. The main portion 
of the work is divided into the two arti- 
cles on “ The Period of Introduction,” and 
the succeeding chapters on “The Period 
of Extension."’ The author points out not 
only the practical educational results ob- 
tained from the work, but also the ethi- 
cal and philanthropic aspects of the case, 
especially with reference to church and 
settlement endeavor, In the final chap- 
ter, on “New Tendencies,” the author 
has not stood the test of time, and she 
urges the breaking away from such of the 
old formulas of the Froebelian gospel as 
the elimination of all partisan feeling 
among the workers. 


WALL STREET AND ITS METHODS. 


There 1s an element of fascination In 
Wall Street, not only actually but imag- 
inativety, in fiction as well as in fact. 
In “The Magnet,” the story of an un- 
scrupulous Wall Street king, Alfred O. 
Crozier has given us an extremely se 
rious and absorbing exposition of methods 
in “The Street.” Of course it should 
never havo been written under the head 
of fiction; the story is absolutely pitlable 
in its slightness and insipidity; but as a 
treatise on stock gambling the book has 
genuine force, and perhaps is even not 
without its message. Far-fetched though 
thg premises may be, the fever of spec- 
ulation is depicted as clearly as possible, 
and the whole book is pervaded with a 
convincing spirit of authority.

IS mother a Greek, his 

father an adventurous 

Irishman; his days of 

childhood first in France 

and then in Great Britain; 

his early manhood in a 

Western city of America, followed by 
a sojourn in the Creole atmosphere of 
New Orleans; his late life spent, with 
a Japanese wife and children, among 
the environments and traditions of the 
Far East—here we have an incongruous 
collocation that would tax the imag- 
ination of a writer of romance if he 
strove to create a character with a 
record more unusual than this of 
Lafcadio Hearn. Add thereto an ocular 
deformity and deficiency of eyesight 
verging on blindness, a melancholic and 
morbid temperament of extreme sus- 
ceptibility to immediate impressions, a 


weakness of moral fibre that led on 
the individual side to strange acts of 
excess and on the social side to in- 
gratitude and disloyalty, and we have 
in Lafcadio Hearn a figure with no 
close parallel in literature, though 
there are points of approximation to 
Poe and to Coleridge. 

The traits which rendered Hearn un- 
worthy of esteem as a man are not 
disregarded by Dr. Gould in his, gen- 
erally speaking, impartial volume.* The 
work is in no sense a biography, and 
only the barest outlines of ancestry 
and environment are given, 
scarcely any portrayal of Hearn’s per- 
sonal life. On the other hand, there is 
a very adequate survey of his achieve- 
ments as an author from the 
days of realistic journalism to the 
years of his charming writings 
cerning Japan, amplified with 
quotations from letters and narratives 
and rounded out by a careful bibliog- 
raphy, the work of Miss Stedman, 
talented granddaughter of the famous 
critic whose th brought 
row to so large admirers 
of friends. 
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the Fécondite, the legendary, and the 
erotic, his contributions in these fields 
have been made more valuable by rea- 
son of his sincerity as.a stylist, India, 
China, the Creoles, the West Indies, Ja- 
pan—all have furnished grist for his 
unusual mill, and while his lack of cre- 
ative genius excludes Hearn from the 
category of greatness, his narrative 
talent, his power and felicity of expres- 
sion, render him the foremost figure in 
that exotic field which he made 60 
peculiarly his own. Some of his books 
have already been translated into 
French, German, Danish, and Swedish, 
and his reputation as the interpreter 
and expounder of old Japan to the 
modern world is assured. But-it would 
be a pity if his fame as an Orientalist 
were to dim the recognition of earlier 
work. Such writing as the description 
of the sunset at Memphis (page 61) Is 
possible only to those who are masters 
of the English language, and confirms 
the belief that if his ‘‘ wanderlust "’ had 
not carried Hearn to Japan he would 
have here produced work of familiar 
fame to American readers, We have 
not had enough stylists to be able to 
afford to neglect the memory of Hearn, 
and Dr. Gould has done a welcome 
service in so efficiently covering the 
ground while avoiding the miry and un- 
wholesome places. The book is thor- 
oughly interesting In the record it pre- 
sents, in the illustrations it selects, of 
the literary work of Lafcadio Hearn, 
It is well that a complete biography— 
were one possible—should never appear. 
Hedonism and sensualism have no new 
theories to offer, and if Hearn did not 
avail himself of what is inspiring in 
modern civilization let us rest satis- 
fied that he has brought to us much 
of the charm of the old.

By HILDEGARDE HAWTHORNE 


pyres T begins with a hint of 

sarcasm, a touch of won- 

der, of incongruity, but 

not more than you your- 

self run across now and 

then, here or there, as 

you pursue the business of living. The 

gestures made are a bit extravagant, 

the sentiments expressed a_ trifle 

bizarre, it may be. But, after all, you 

have seen similar gestures and smiled 

at like sentiments—perhaps even in- 
dulged in them yourself! 

Then it grows somewhat more amaz- 
ing. Odder adventures come more and 
more thickly; each new character is 
endowed with stranger attributes. You 
feel the stress of an almost Homeric 
struggle. It is too modern to be borne, 
too ancient to be any longer believed 
in. But somehow, keeping the thread 
of Thursday’s personality as guide, you 
go on, overwhelmed yet intact, through 
a world where everything begins to be 
a huge, impossible turmoil—as though 
the giddy globe were spinning through 
space at an immense increase of speed. 

Up to a certain point it is apparently 
the tale of men under a spell of ad- 
venture and endeavor. Then mystery 
and allegory take their turn in the 
scene. Life, huge, shapeless, cruel and 
loving, killing and saving, full of antith- 
eses, appearing to each one under 4 
different aspect, measuring each man 
according to the strength of his soul, 
turns its strange face upon us. Life, 
whose soul is law, Nature, whose ex- 
pression is law, confront the frantic 
lawlessness of struggling man—and be- 
hold, those very struggles prove to be 
based on law again. And when at the 
last you sit on the thrones with the 
Council of Days, you see the mad, 
miraculous world dance by, moving to 
a harmony none the less invincible 
because only half heard. 

Mr. G. K. Chesterton calls this tale, 
“The Man Who Was Thursday,” a 
nightmare. A satirical skit it is on 
those tempestuous moderns who take 
up the cudgels—or rather, the bomb— 
against society, law, and order, and, 
with furious speech and frantic para- 
dox, set out, bound by many a secret 
oath, to restore chaos. Disguised they 
must be, and what disguise could serve 
to hide such desperate enemies to the 
community? One only, and an old one; 
simply to proclaim themselves the 
Anarchists they are, and everywhere to 
shout abroad their fearful sentiments 
and deadly plans. Heading the gen- 
eral throng of Anarchists is the Council 
of Seven, nicknamed after the days of 
the week. Thursday, the poet-hero, 
who is, moreover, a policeman, man- 
ages to attain this council by a set 
of curious happenings. His subsequent 
adventures and discoveries make up 
the nightmare. 

And this story ts told as Mr. Chester- 
ton fells things, with wit and paradox 
nudging you into frequent smiles, with 
felicitous phrase and apt simile—quot- 
able from page to page It is all a 
huge joke, a quite absurd and laughable 
fantasy~—or it is a sermon—or it is 
even an explanation. Read the book 
and make your choice. In any event 
you are not likely to lay it down un- 
read, and it is possible you may even 
go so far as to read a lot of yourself 
into it. At least you will be certain 
that if it is an absurd jest, there is 
yet a something of solemnity hidden 
in the laughter. And if it is a sermon, 
that the preaching ts left to you. And 
if it is an explanation, it is somehow 
as the solar spectrum is an explanation 
of the sun, or the egg of the hen—you 
aren’t quite sure that you have got to 
the bottom of the mystery. When you 
think of the slips of paper with their 
insane messages: “The word, I fancy, 
should be ‘pink’;” or, “ What-about 
Martin Tupper now?” you know that 
Mr. G. K. Chesterton is, to use one of 
his own phrases, ragging you. But 
when you listen to Syme’s description 
of the President, or to the replies of 
the Six Days to the question addressed 
*THE MAN WHO WAS 
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them by Sunday, you know he Is talk- 
ing quite seriously and simply of things 
it is easier to feel than to express, 

And perhaps the strangest part of it 
all is that you grow so fond of Bull, 
of the pale secretary with his crooked 
smile, of all the odd and yet common- 
place companions of the so likeable, 
yellow-haired policeman-poet; so fond 
that you distinctly resent their turning 
out such shadows of a shadow as the 
author intimates. H. H

degree of ability and force of character 
far from ordinary, given an acute and 
sustained interest in public affairs, and a 
remarkable acquaintance with those en- 
gaged in them; and given political service 
in high station at home and ten years’ 
diplomatic service at’the two most 
portant of the world—all which 
were embraced in Mr. Bancroft's life—and 
it would be a du)! biographer and editor 
that did not produce a work practically 
indispensable to any one who wishes to 
know the history of the time. Mr. Howe 
is far from dull He has taken a good 
deal of time in the preparation of these 
volumes, and his care regarding them has 
intelligent as it has been patient. 
In the main it is the letters that tell the 
story, with a thread of simple narrative 
and restrained comment just sufficient to 
make them readily un- 
derstood Indeed, the only criticism one is 
inclined to is that the thread is 
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preparation, for it was costly, and prob- 
ably his income ultimately was the gainer 
by his work, but the method and the de- 
votion of time and labor and money to 
it were none the less praiseworthy Mr 
Howe's treatment of the general subject 
of the history, though succinct, is ex- 
tremely satisfactory. 

For a young American of his time Ban- 
croft had an excellent education, and got 
it very early. It was begun in childhood 
by his father, a clergyman and a scholarly 
man. The lad entered the academy at 
Exeter at 11 and Harvard College when he 
was not quite 13. He was graduated wich 
credit at 17, enjoying the friendship of 
President Kirkland, through whose kindly 
aid he was sent in the following year to 
Gottingen There he took his Doctor’s 
degree when he was not yet 20, went af- 
terward to Berlin, and in his 2lst year 
started for home by way of Paris and 
Italy. He was at all times a persistent 
student, rising early, living plainly, work- 
ing hard even at the recreations he 
deemed needful for his health and for the 
polishing of his manners. When he turned 
homeward, besides his knowledge of 
Greek and Latin, sufficient, he thought, 
to fit him to teach them, he spoke Ger~- 
man and French fluently, had a reading 
acquaintance with Italian and sufficient 
ease in talking it to enable him to carry 
on a conversation with the Countess 
Guicciloli. A letter of introduction given to 
him by Alexander von Humboldt, de- 
scribed him as a young American who 
has made excellent studies in philology 
and the philosophy of history in Ger- 
many,” one of “ that noble race of young 
Americans for whom the true happiness 
of man consists in the cultivation of the 
understanding." This certificate he had 
adequately earned, for nothing is more 
conspicuous the story of these days 
than his assiduity in cultivation and the 
remarkable clea s and constancy of his 
purpose. He was not decided whether he 
should ultimately devote himself to Lhe 
pulpit or the professor’s chair, but he 
seems to have chosen with good judg- 
ment the studies that would be useful in 
either, while at the same time following 
the half-un lous bent which in the 
nd um a historian. ..or was he, 
intimated, indifferent to 
and took his instruction in 
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drove him from it. The experience nat- 
urally did not chill his affection for his 
party or his aversion from its rival. Three 
years later he was an influential delegate 
from Massachusetts to the National Con- 
vention of the Democrats, and appears 
to have been the originator and leader of 
the movement that resulted in the nomi- 
nation of Mr, Polk. In the same year he 
was the unsuccessful candidate of his 
party for Governor, and in the next year 
entered the Cabinet as Secretary of the 
Navy. 

In that post he took an active part in 
the events that led to the war with Mex- 
feo, The distinctive act of his adminis- 
tration was the establishment of the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis. For rea- 
sons not explained in detail his adminis- 
tration of the Navy Department produced 
@ good deal of friction, and he was very 
ready to leave it when, in the Autumn of 
1846, he was appointed Minister at the 
Court of St. James's. 

With this appointment, though he would 
have preferred the mission to France, he 
was highly gratified. It gave him rich 
opportunities for the pursuit of his his- 
torical studies, with access to original doc- 
uments he could hardly have attained out- 
aide of his official position. It brought 
him into contact with men eminent in the 
State, in literature and science, and in 
society. It gave to him a residence near 
to Paris and convenient access to like ad- 
vantages in the French capital, and in 
both cities he used them to the utmost. 
The duties of his office were, on the 
whole, agreeable, suited to his tastes 
and training, and not too difficult or 
perplexing. The two more important 
subjects he had to deal with were im- 
provement in the mail arrangements, in 
which he had complete success, and the 
negotiation of more liberal agreements as 
to commerce and navigation, as to which 
he met with substantial failure. Neither 
subject was especially contentious, and 
Bancroft soon settled down to the func- 
tion of an interested observer of inter- 
national affairs, together with that of 
what may be called a social representative 
of his country. In both, but especially in 
the latter, he found ample scope for his 
peculiar gifts, and employed them with 
diligence and zest. He was not entirely 
happy in the English atmosphere. His 
description of British feeling: ‘‘ They do 
not love us; but they are compelled to 
respect us,” shows the impréssion the 
men in power, at least, made on him, 
and it may be assumed that he was at 
no loss how to receive it. But among 
men of letters and men of political emi- 
mence out of power he made warm 
friends. His historical inquiries took him 
@ number of times to Paris. There he 
Was a welcome guest in literary and in 
Uberal _political circles. With the latter 
he had ardent sympathy, and his expecta- 
tions as to what republican “ principles ” 
could be counted on to do were but 
@lightly surpassed by those of Lamartine 
and his school Indeed, his observations 
on the short-lived, ecstatic republic which 
came in 1848 reveal much more of his 
unhesitating faith in democratic ideas 
than of accurate observation or sane 
judgment. 

In 1848 Gen. Taylor, a product of Polk's 
war on Mexico, became the last Whig 
President, and the next year Bancroft re- 
turned to America. He took up his resi- 
dence in New York, where he remained 
for the next elghteen years, devoting him- 
self chiefly to his history and taking no 
active personal part in public affairs or 
in politics. The aggressions of the advo- 
cates of slavery were rapidly making the 
extension of that blighting institution the 
controlling issue, In his young manhood, 
at the age of 26, Bancroft had denounced 
slavery and urged its sure, if gradual, 
extirpation. During the agitation that 
led up to the Mexican war and the an- 
mexation of Texas we find little in his 
letters here published to show his appre- 
ciation of the connection of slavery with 
these events. It is probable that his un- 
derstanding of the immense importance 
of the imperial expansion of our Govern- 
ment—" the area of freedom" he called 
it—blinded him to the effect it was to have 
on the slavery question, or the expansion 
may have appeared to him to be worth all 
it might cost in that direction. But the 
effort to carry slavery into a region from 
which it had been by agreement excluded 
aroused in him the deepest indignation. 
He wrote to W. L. Marcy, Secretary of 
State in President Pierce’s Cabinet, in 
1856, apropos of Pierce’s Kansas policy: 
“Nothing could be more execrable than 
his purpose to enforce the enactments of 
the fraudulent Legislature which he called 
*legitimate.'"—Oh!. for a voice of true 
democracy! But were'a man to utter 
the truth, this bastard race, this unpro- 
@uctive hybrid begot by Southern ar- 
rogance upon Northern subseryilency, 
would, I dare say, go raving.” ‘“‘ Kansas 
must be free, and the only question for 

- wise statesmanship is how to bring about 
the result in the manner that will least 
disturb tranquillity.” In the same spirit 
and equally clearly he wrote to President 
Buchanan after his accession to office in 
the Spring of 1857. In the following Sum- 
mer he condemned in a etrong letter to 
Senator Mason of Virginia the Dred Scott 
decision as wrong in history, bad for the 
South, and involving gross some to the 
negroes. ct 
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cluded without provision for the extinc- 
tion of slavery. His relations with men of 
influence abroad enabled him to exert an 
appreciable influence on opinion in Eng- 
land and in France. 

In 1867 Bancroft accepted his last public 
employment, that of Minister at Berlin, 
from President Johnson, 
relations were very friendly. He 
continued under President Grant, and re- 
mained in all seven years. They 
useful and happy years. 
achievement in diplomacy was the nego- 
tiation of the treaty which exempted nat 
uralized American citizens of German 
birth from military service on retur 
to their former home. On this and on all 
other matters of importance the feeling 
of the German Government was one of 
cordial friendship, and Bancroft, renew- 
ing the ties of a half century previous 
and forming most agreeable new ones 
lived as in a second home. His letters 
during this period are as fresh, as vivid 
with personal enjoyment, as those he 
had written in the early twenties. In 
1874 he was relieved at his own request 
and returned to take up his residence in 
Washington, where, for another seventeen 
years he was to live a rich, active, tran 
quil, and fortunate life, It was seldom 
disturbed by public events, but on one 
occasion he re-entered the arena with 
all his old-time depth of conyiction and 
energy of expression. In 1886 he pub- 
lished a pamphlet, “A Plea for the Con- 
stitution of the United States of America, 
Wounded in the House of Its Guardians,” 
This was a searching examination on his- 
torical grounds of the decision rendered in 
1884 by the Supreme Court sustaining the 
Legal-tender act. “The historian,” he 
had already written to Chief Justice 
Waite, “like the Judge, must strive for 
impartiality, and the only way in which 
impartiality can be obtained is to 
the truth for the sake of the truth. *

Mr. Bancroft died in 1891 Had 
he lived a little longer to see the cul 
mination of the plague of false finance 
in the terrible crisis of 1893, he would 
have had new proof, not indeed of the 
soundness of his view, for which he 
needed no proof, but of the costliness of 
the sophistry that had prevailed This 
was the last public service in a long 
career the well-arranged record of which 
fs, as has been suggested, indispensable 
to a student of the history of the time.

ONDON, April 24.—London 
has a new literary club.

However, as the Salvation Army’s 
phrase puts it, “ there is room for all,” 
and doubtless there is a niche yawning 
for this newest society—the Poets’ 
Club. 

The club has been founded to provide 
an opportunity for poets and lovers of 
poetry—to the number of fifty—to meet 
together and listen to the reading of 
original verse by selected members of 
the club, and to Listen to the reading of 
papers on some subject connected with 
poetry. These papers will be about de- 
funct poets or else about some question 
of poetic technique, A fortnight ago at 
the first meeting, for example, Mr. 
Horace Wyndham read a paper on 
“The English Ballad” to a company 
which included Mr, and Mrs. Walter 
Crane and Mr. Charles Marriott, and at 
the second meeting I am informed by 
the Secretary of the club, Mr. T. E 
Hulme, that he will read a paper of his 
own on “A New Method in Poetry.” 
This paper will deal principally with the 
French “ vers libre.”

The club will also promote the 
publication of any verse by a member 
which shall be deemed to have excep- 
tional merit.

Another literary club, the Cowper So- 
ciety, which is an organization of some 
years’ standing, having been founded in 
1900, on the centenary of Cowper's 
death, is about to hold an interesting 
meeting at Edmonton. First there will 
be a luncheon—for, of course, no meet- 
ing, even a literary one, can be held 
without the consumption of food. Aft- 
erward those present will make a pil- 
grimage to Lamb’s cottage and thence 
to the Edmonton Church, where there 
are Lamb’s grave and a memorial to 
Cowper. Afterward they will visit the 
house where Keats lived for six years 
and wrote several poems, 


In an autobiographical book just pub- 
lished by the Rev. A. J. Church, the 
author states that he has in his lifetime 
reviewed 40,000 books. 

Two new American books have at- 
tracted much interest in London.

That Mr. Marriott declines 
to ring wedding bells for his hero and 
heroine is plain enough, but the reason 
why he plays the stern parent and re- 
fuses to let them marry one another is 
open to various interpretations. Natu- 
rally it piques the reader not entirely to 
understand the author’s meaning. But 
for the sake of Mr. Marriott’s brilliant 
story one is ready to be piqued. 

As for Mr. Marriott’s plans, he has at 
present no new novel on hand, but ts 
engaged in writing a book of impres- 
sions called “A Spanish Holiday,” 
which Messrs, Methuen will publish in 
the Autumn. He has also—according 
to a letter which he has lately written 
me from his home at St. Ives, Cornwall 
—a volume of short stories appearing 
this year with Mr. Eveleigh Nash. The 
title of this volume is still undecided. 
A pleasing proof of Mr. Marriott's pop- 
ularity is that one of his earlier novels, 
“ Genevra,” a book with which Amert- 
can readers are familiar, is to be issued 
in Messrs. Collins’s series of seven- 
penny reprints GALBRAITH. 


ANOTHER COLONIAL NOVEL. 


There is for many writers a fatal fasci- 
nation In the Colonial period. We have 
had so many novels with a setting of this 
sort that we are becoming almost too 
satiated with the type to judge them 
quite disinterestedly. ‘ Mizteess Brent,” 
by Lucy Thruston, (Little, Brown & Co.,) 
is in some slight degree individual, in 
that it deals more with civic struggles 
than military. It gives what is doubtless 
a very excellent picture of conditions pre- 
vailing in America in the days of 1638, 
before the Revolution, when the Colonies 
represented 4 great dream of extended 
and splendid empire. 

There are long wastes of material that 
are not deeply interesting to the ma- 
jority; but the description of the Indian 
attack is stirring, and at least one of the 
characters—Mistress Hawley, ‘with her 
beehives and dairies and savory kitchen 
with its sanded floor—suggests very 
charmingly the spirit of housewifery and 
homely comfort as it existed three cent- 
uries ago. 


MURDER AND MYSTERY. 


A murder mystery, as gruesome, as 
blind, and as deeply involved as the most 
blasé novel reader can desire, is the theme 
of 8 R. Crockett’s new story, “ Deep 
Moat Grange,” (D. Appleton & Co., $1.50.) 
The tale is told in the first person, and 
the teller of it relates at the start how 
a lad of seventeen, and a girl friend 
found the postman’s cart all spattered 
with blood and the postman nowhere to 
be seen. Then follows a long story of 
three hundred pages of mysterious hap- 
penings, exciting Incidents, extremist 
perils, and brave deeds in which the young 
man and the girl are ever In the fore- 
ground In the end the malefactor is 
found, after suspicion has several times 
pointed a wrongfully accusing f.nger, and 
the love affair of the two young people, 
which has had a checkered course, comes 
to a proper conclusion. The plot ts well 
managed and the style is sprightly and 
vivid, although Mr. Crockett is prone, as 
usual, to be amazingly long-winded and to 
use three times as many words as are 
ssary for the telling of his story,

John Burroughs in Highly Illus- 
trated Edition—New Eggles- 
ton Novel—Work of Au- 
thors and Publishers. 


HE Riverby edition of the 

complete writings of Mr. 
John Burroughs, long in 
preparation, is now ready 
and includes an extraordin- 
ary group of bird pictures, 
gome in color, and photo- 
scenes in woodland and 
field. It is forty-three years since 
Mr. Burroughs sent his “With the 
Birds” to the Atlantic Monthly, and 
thirty-seven since “ Wake Robin,” his 
first book, was published. In 1895 
came the Riverside limited edition, now 
incomplete by some seven volumes, and 
another edition is really needed to satisfy 
the demand for the pioneer “ Nature 
Books,” and naturally it comes from 
Messrs, Houghton, Mifflin & Co, 


Messrs, Little, Brown & Co, have ac- 
cepted an order to restore the 2,000 books 
belonging to the Greenleaf Law Library, 
destroyed when the Portland City Hall 
was burned.

The Demand for Good Literature, 

In spite of the prevalent put 
forth perennially by those who 
pessimistic view of literary culture in 
this country, the books that find a ready 
sale with the average reader ate bv ro 
means confined to current fiction or to 
works that have but a perishable value. 
The demand for the classics of literatdre 
has always existed, and judging by the ex- 
periences of publishers to-day this de- 
mand is as great, if not greater, than 
ever. 

An Interesting example of the popular 
estimation in which the classics are held 
is to be found in the steady growth of 
the “ Everyman’s Library,” which was 
started by BE. P. Dutton & Co. just two 
aye ago.

WO books have apparently aroused 
more interest in England than 

in America. They are Sir Oll- 

ver Lodge's “The Substance of 
Faith” and Dr. Campbell’s “The 
New Theology.” Bishop Gore deals 
with them both as typical examples of 
that mode of thinking to which Dr. 
Campbell's book has given the popular 
name. Yet the Bishop rightly considers 
Bir Oliver's book to be more friendly to 
orthodoxy than is Dr. Campbell's. The 
former represents “an advance from the 
side of sclence”’ to which a warm wel- 
come should be given, The latter shows 
“an abandonment of specific beliefs 
which it will be the business of these 
pages to show to be really integral to 
the creed of Christendom.” In maintain- 
ing these views, Bishop Gore represents 
the sane, sensible, English attitude which 
is to be expected of him. He recognizes 
the truth in these movements, a truth 
called for by the one-sided theology of 
popular Protestantism. The latter had 
three main faults. It was largely deistic 
in its thought of God, representing Him 


as estranged from the world; it upholds 
a theory of the infallibility of Scripture 
such as is no longer tenable, and it puts 
its primary emphasis not on the incarna- 
tion, but on the atonement, tending to 
give to the latter a form against which 
the moral sense revolted, 

in so far as the New Theology opposes 
these views it is justified. And it is also 
justified in its demand for the freedom 
of historical criticism, The following 
statement is refreshing; “I say that it 
is impossible in any way to withdraw 
the historical basis of Christianity from 
the. freest and frankest criticism. If there 
exist persons who say, Let the Old Tes- 
tament be frankly criticised, for it is not 
s0 important, ~~ not. the New Testa- 
ment, for it is al, the claim must be 
utterly repudiate My in proportion to the 
important issues which hang upon the

Goned. Her name was Solange, and she 
married the sculptor, Clesinger. Mrs. Wharton 
gays: “On the whole, the gravestones at No- 
hant are disillusioning; except, tmdeed, that 
of the wretched Solange, with its three tragic 
words: ‘Mere de Jeanne’ A little further 
along Im this article she speaks of the “ tem 
pestuous face” of Solange Clesinger “in her 
Dicture in the family portrait gallery.” 

Of course, we all know how very “ tempestu- 
ous” was the career of Mme. George Sand— 
but what ts the story of her daughter? [ 
should very much like to know, and hope [I 
may be enlightened. 

By her marriage to Baron Casimir Du- 
Gevant George Sand had two children, 
Maurice ang Solange. They both married 
—Maurice happily, Solange unhappily. 
Jeanne, the daughter of Solange Clesin- 
ger, was born in 188 When Solange’s 
husband separated from her the custody 
of their little daughter was given to him. 
He put Jeanne in a school, where she died 
in 1855 of fever. George Sand tells of her 
beloved granddaughter’s d@ath tm letters, 
which she wrote on Feb. 7, 1855, to 
Charles Edmond, and on Feb. 14, 1855, to 
Edouard Charton. 

“ What is most dreadful,” she writes to 
Edmond, “is that they have killed, com- 
pletely killed, my poor child (Jeanne.)” 

And to Charton she writes: “I was on 
the point of getting her (Jeanne) back; 
the court had tntrusted her to my care. 
The father, * * * left to his own im- 
pulses, would have brought the child 
back to me. He had previously intended 
doing #0. Family authority and legal 
opinion were against it. There, therefore, 
were appeals against the decision of the 
court.” 

She then tells how Jeanne fn her school 
had an attack of scarlatina, from which 
she recovered, but became seriously ill 
again “When it was seen,’ she adds, 
“that the child was at the point of death, 
the mother was called in, and only then 
allowed to nurse it. The child * * * 
died in her arms, smiling, * * °* say- 
ing, ‘ No, my litt.e mamma, I shail not go 
to Nohant. I shall not leave this place.’ 
My poor daughter brought the corpse wi 
her. It is at Nohant.”’
